Mr. Fillmore has been much censured, 


.md perhaps in sonic degree justly, by many 
who know littlo of the circumstances and 


lotivcs, by which ho was influenced.

at this time when 
circumstances havo 


changed, and nil voices are loud in eulogy 
of Mr. Stunner, it is hardly fair to contrast 
lie acts of tho tv.'O distinguished and aseful 
men, but is moro just and charitable to 
ascribe high and honorable motives to both, 
lowovcr much they may hnvo differed in 
some respects.
